2. lAien the Ibiited States Geological Survey was assigned 

this action role on behalf of llASh, officials in the Survey 
felt Idaat proftsslonal advice on the initiation and approval of 
projects should be secured fit® the leaders in the various pro- 
fessional fields. As has been a practice in tlm past, the G.S.G.S, 
ai^ONl t!» Ifetloml of Sciences to establish advisory com- 

mittees in «m:Js of several fields for the purpose of advising them 
on suitable projects which should be undertt^n to dcmtonstrate the 
utilisation of reawte arsing data in applied research. I understand 
that advisoxy conoaittees have been established for the fields cf 

hydrology, and geology. 

3. In the field of geograj^, there are socw half dozen 
projects now uadejrway sdilch have utilized KAISA funds controlled 
by t7«S.G«S. Bste Advisory Coeaittee in Ge«^aptiy initially helloed 
seleet these projects and recaintly reviewed the interim reports. 

It is uEd«rst«£^ng that the number of projects initiate to 
demonstrate the use of remote sensing in applied gec^aphic 
research haus been limited, aad only a portion of the mom^ 
available has been requested and allocated. A possible ewplan&tioa 
of the slow irogress probably has been the lack of uMerstandlng 
of the Quality and potential use of some of the nemote senslia^ 
products which will be available in the 1970*8. Also, the current 
j^ojects are dependent cn predicts from a SAGA aircraft platform. 
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S&SA often hauB failed to aect paroject requlreaenta for ra*aot« seaiii^ 
da1» on schedule.
